A woman died in Medicine Hat 
Monday as the result of an explosion that 
occurred while she was using gasoline to 
clean clothes.

The accidents do not occur be- 
cause people do not know the danger, but 
because they disregard the danger they 
know about. The one safe way to use gaso- 
line when cleaning clothes is to throw out 
the gasoline and then wash the clothes in 
water.

REPARATIONS OR LOANS? 

Hitler says if he gains power in Ger- 
many he will repudiate political debts and 
pay commercial debts. Meaning that he 
will refuse to pay reparations, but will re- 
pay the loans which were made to Ger- 
many, largely by United States capital- 
ists, to help rebuild its war-shattered in- 
ry and commerce. 

That is dangerous doctrine. It is dan- 
gerous because there is no practical possi- 
bility of Germany being able to pay both 

narations and commercial loans. And 
he more dangerous because the creditors 
cannot afford to accept payment in any- 
thing except gold, which Germany has not 
and has no means of getting. 

Another reparations conference would 
seem to be in order. To go on assuming 
Germany will pay both reparations and 
commercial loans probably means that it 
will pay neither; not because Hitler says 
it shouldn't try, but because it cannot. But 
to wipe off the reparations claims, in or- 
der that those who lent money to Germany 
after the war may be paid in full, is a 
rather strong order. A compromise would 
appear to be ultimately necessary, with a 
corresponding reduction of both bills,

France, it is rather far-fetched to argue 
that the world cannot do business satis- 
pein on anything but the gold stand- 
ard. 

As a matter of fact, four countries in 
Europe are now off the gold standard. So 
is Canada; despite the cryptic assurances 
of Premier Bennett that we are still on it. 
To hold, in face of these facts, that the 
gold standard is the one and only possible 
basis for financial and commercial trans- 
actions is obviously difficult. Hence per- 
haps the silence of the anti-silver men. 

One point seems clear enough, If it 
is safe to reinstate silver as a companion 
money metal with gold, and thus restore 
buving power to the Oriental countries 
which have vast stores of silver and no 
gold, this would be the best of all possible 
times to make the shift, and Canada, more 
than most countries, would benefit from 
the change. At a modest computation, 
the restoration of silver would double our 
wheat sales in the Orient; and Canada has 
great silver deposits which would be the

It is to be hoped, as Mr. Stevens’
